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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Please see last Office action. Applicant argues 
that the reference does not teach fractions of Quil A into separate particles. The reference teaches that formations of iscoms with purified 
QH-A, QH-B and QH-C can be used either alone or in combination (see column 6, Example 2). The claim language as written can be 
interpretated as iscom matrix complexes with only one type of Quil A fraction or mixture of Quil A fractions formulated together to give a 
heterogenous iscom matrix complex. As amended in Claims 4-5, the meaning of the iscom complexes is clearer. However, the arguments 
and declaration are not persuasive to overcome the rejections of record. In addition, the arguments are based on the claims as proposed in 
the amendment, and the amendment will not be entered for the reasons stated. 
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
